Argument for Development. 

Fifteen years ago, passing the door of! 
the state senate chamber one night, I 
saw a number of gentlemen inside, and 
concluded that some kind of hearing was.

The senate committee on railroads was 
giving audience to a number of gentlemen 
who were interested in railroads—especi- 
ally in two general railroad bills which 
had passed the house. 

Mr. Clyde, of the Clyde steamship line, 
made a strong appeal] to the committee 
urging conservative legislation.
